Woman, 22, Is Dragged Into 
Ditch From Road 100 
Yards From Home Near 
Brentwood.

Armed posses from Brentwood 
and vicinity last night searched the 
woods in that part of St. Louls Coun- 
ty for a negro who attempted to as- 
sault Mrs. Eric Pritz, 22 years old, 


wife of a disabled war veteran, at 
7:30 p. m., as she was walking from 
a car line to her home on the Man- 
chester road, in Brentwood. 

A fierce struggle by Mrs. Pritz, of 
‘slight stature, averted the consum- 
mation of attack by the negro, 
after he dragged her from the road 
into a ditch. Part of her clothing! 
was torn from her body. 


off the negro, but later collapsed of 
shock. 
The attack took place within 100

She was unable to scream until the 
negro abandoned his attempt and 
fled. 

Mrs. Pritz is employed in St. Louis. 
Her husband was gassed during the 
war and is unable to work. 

Tries to Run Away. 

Mrs. Pritz said she left a west- 
bound Kirkwood-Ferguson car at the 
Manchester road and started to walk 
to her home. The negro accosted her, 
she said, when she was within 100 
yards of home, and seized her when 
she_ started to run. He dragged her 
into a ditch parallel to the road. A 
struggle ensued, Mrs. Pritz’s head 
being pounded against a fence post 
and her clothing torn. Apparently 
becoming frightened, the negro ran 
from the Manchester road south into 
a wooded strip known as Shady Lane 
Bottoms, at one edge of Brentwood. 

Vague Description Given. 

Posses searching for the negro 
have no description of him other 
than that he was dressed in work- 
ing man’s clothes and may bear 
marks on his face where Mrs. Pritz 
attempted to scratch him. The 
searchers combed the Shady Lane 
Bottoms and a nearby negro colony 
and then, augmented by more 
armed possemen from Brentwood, 
Maplewood and nearby towns be- 
gan a systematic hunt. 

Deputy Sheriffs who went to 
Brentwood from Clayton were un- 
able to get in touch with the posses 
but remained at Brentwood to pre- 
vent disturbances. 

Efforts were made last night by 
Brentwood officers to get blood- 
hounds from St. Charles and several 
points in Illinois to trail the negro.

HE Pulitzer Trophy Race, 
recognized as the world's 


speed classic, has been flown 
officially twice 

The 1920 winner was Capt. 
Corliss C. Moseley, in a 600- 
horsepower Verville-Packard 
His average speed was 156.5 
miles an hour. The race was 
held at Mitchel] Field, near Min- 
eola, L. 1. Forty planes were en- 
tered. Twenty-eight finished. 

The 19821 winner was Bert 
Acosta, in a Curtiss-Navy CD-12 
biplane. His average speed was 
176.7 miles an hour The race 
was held at Omaha, Neb. 

The Pulitzer Trophy, a winged 
figure upholding an airplane, was 
donated to the Aero Club of 
America by Ralph, Joseph and 
Herbert Pulitzer. 

A race was held for the trophy 
in May, 1919, at Atlantic City, N. 
J.. and was won by Capt. Man- 
sell R. James, formerly of the 
British Royal Air Force. Capt. 
James was lost on his return 
from Boston to Atlantic City and 
his body was never found. As 
that was prior to the reorganiza- 
tion of the Aero Club the flight 
is not officially recognized in 
reckoning ‘“‘legs” on the trophy.

BOSTON, Mass.—In many quarters 
the belief exists that “the public” 
will not be welcome at the Harvard 
football games this fall. This is far 


from the true situation. Rather, in 
order to avoid a recurrence of the 
unplesantries of last fall, it has 
been decided to dispense season tick- 
ets only through the medium of 
graduates. But that applies only to 
one side of the stadium. The re- 
maining 80-odq@ sections are open to 
the world, and the Harvard author- 
ities are not desirous of dictating ta 
the visitors as to what team the 
east side spectators should cheer. 
Gentlemanly conduct is all that will 
be asked. The theory is to keep the 
Harvard sections for Harvard men 
or supporters for the physical com- 
fort and peace of mind of all con- 
cerned. 

More than 7000 season tickets were 
sold last year, and, counting 4 sSpé- 
celal type of ticket issued.to under- 
graduates, there usually were more 
than 10,000 tn the “rush seat” sec- 
tion. At times this group of ticket 
holders flowed into the bowl, but 
thig fall it ig planned to dispose of 
only enough tickets to fill the 
straight western side of the stadium, 
and only 6000 have been printed.

As is known, the Municipal Nurses 
work out from eight infant welfare 
clinics, advising mothers in their 
pre-natal habits and supervising at 
this time feeding and health prin- 
ciples for more than 11,000 St. Louis 
babies. It is generally asserted and 
not contradicted that the work of 
the nurses has been the chief factor 
in the reduction of the city’s infant 
mortality rate to the lowest among 
the large cities of the United States. 
They also seek out cases of tuber- 
culosis and advise families in which 
the disease is found of measures that 
will. prevent its spread to them. 


Fund Cut Below Minimum. 


Miss Anderson said that at the last 
budget-making, the nurses asked for 
$80,000, the minimum sum needed to 
maintain the service at the standard 
of last year, which, she said, was far 
behind the standard of other cities 
of similar class. The Nurses’ Board 
were assured, she said, that the sum 
would be granted—the assurance of 
the specific sum coming from Mayor

this assurance, Miss Anderson said, 
the sum was cut to $51,000, which 
compelled the closing of two clinics.

The other man was John P. Connorton, who had 
grown up in Vace<’s neichborhood and once had been 
Joe's seatmate in school Connorton had served as 
a policeman in Chicago and now is a detective for a 
railroad company.

Before he had finished his university course he 
became Lord Rosebery and left college to enter the 
House of Lords. He won the Derby three times. At 
the age of 31 he married Miss Hannah Rothschild. 
daughter of Baron Meyer de Rothschild, banker. richest 
man in Europe. She inherited all the Rothschild mil- 
lions. At 47 Lord Resebery became Prime Minister. 
He was at the head of the Government only about 15 
months, but that was long enough to include two 
Derby dates for 1894 and 1895, and his horses, Ladas 
and Sir Visto, respectively, won the event both those 
years. (Fade-out business of the Oxford don doing 
a get-away from the “I told you so” of Lord Rosebery.) 

The most envied man in Europe? Yes. for be had 
climbed the summit of his mount of ambition and set 
his standard upon each of its tripled peaks. He had 
conquered his three-cornered world. Still measurably 
young, still robust and hearty,,still capable of enjoying 
life to the full, he possessed in superabundance the 
material wealth which, according to a certain type of 
mind. is supposed to be absolutely necessary to human 
happiness. 

All those titles and estates which his grandfather, 
the fourth Eari,. bord, Paron, Viscount, et cetera. had 
left him were augmented in good time by additional

titles and estates. Rosebery became, in 1911, Earl of 
Midlothian, Viscount Mentmore of Mentmore and 
Baron Epsom of Epsom. It was on his Epsom estate, 
by the way, that he was photographed the other day 
in his wheel chair, bidding farewell. His land hold- 
ings in Seotland include 700 acres in Linlithgowsbire, 
18,500 in Midlothian; in England, 5000 acres in Buck- 
inghamshire, 2000 in Norfolk, 500 in Hertfordshire, 170 
in Kent, and three acres in Suffolk. 

All those acres were worth a great deal more in the 
matter of income to Lord Rosebery before the recent 
war than since, though he has not been pinched finan- 
cially to the extent of suffering any privation. He has 
plenty of money now; but fn his earlier days, up to 
1914, what with the Rothschild millions and the Rose- 
bery acres, he was one of the richest noblemen of the 
United Kingdom. With his pre-eminent political, 
social and a ape: successes—premierships in all 
three—surelyv If envy ever had a shining target it was 
the Earl of Rosebery. 

Another thing--Rosebery was one of the handsom- 
est men of his day. There are proud and michty 
British Lords with physiognomies calculated to stop 
Wa‘erbury watches, but Rosebery in his prime was 
one that might have been counted upon to wind the 
town clock and set it striking vociferously in admiring 
applause. Pictures of him in his youth and in his days 
of power, physical and political, prove him an out- 
standing figure for sheer good looks. In those years 
it was a matter of comment in the British and Amer- 
ican press that Lord Rosebery was of exceptionally fine 
physique. overflowing with health and spirits, a man 
to be envied! 

And England expected great things of Rosebery. far 
greater than he had achieved. When, in the summer 
of 1895, his ministry fell, there was expectation that he 
would return to power later. He never came back. 
The ex-Premier was not in sympathetic tovch with the 
trend of human events after 1895. He had broken with 
the Liberal policies, of the Gladstone party, which he 
had supported from his youth and which had carried 
him twice into Gladstonian Cabinets as Foreign Sec- 
retary. 

Whether Rosebery cared to come back is not clear to 
the casual historian of today. Reading between the 
lines of his subsequent career, one is inclined to the 
opinion that he preferred the ease of the scholar and 
the joy of the sportsman to the hubbub of politics. 

For one thing, Lord Rosebery throughout his career 
has been a hater of war. “Europe is rattling into bar- 
barism,” he once declared, in an eloquent speech 
against the struggle for supremacy in armament. At 
another time he said: 

“The British Empire is the greatest secular agency 
for good ever known to mankind. I do not say that 
I am unwilling to draw the sword in a great and nec- 
essary cause, but I say that anybody who engages 
in a war except under the pressure of direst necessity 
is a criminal.” 

In November, 1915, Lord Rosebery came out of re- 
tirement to preside at a Rhodes lecture in the Uni- 
versity of London, and in his address on that occa- 
sion he said: 

“I know nothing more disheartening than the an- 
nouncement recently made that the United States—the 
one. great country left in the wor]g free from the hide-

HE marvelous possibilities of radio tele- 
phone broadcasting, a method of com- 
munication less than two years old, are 
so great that the public even now has 
hardly begun to grasp the significance 
and promise of this new method of an- 
nihilating time and space in the trans- 
mission of thought. 

Througi: all the ages human thought has been the 
supreme simile for quickness, but, in comparison with 
the celerity of thought, its transmission has been 
painfully slow. Homer's recital of his deathliess poems 
reached only a few who were within sound of his 
voice and through the succeeding centuries depended 
on mouth-to-mouth transmission uatil the art of 
printing preserved them for succeeding generations. 

The smoke signals of the Indians, the beacon fires 
and later the lighthouses for the guidance of mariners. 
were primitive methods of broadcasting, but their 
effectiveness was limited to the range of vision. 

Pheidippides sacrificed his life to carry to Athens the 
news of the Greek victory at Marathon. less than 30 
miles away. Paul Revere exhausted himself and his 
steed in his famous ride. With the “toy” radio set 
of today Pheidippides could have flashed the informa- 
tion to Athens and Revere could have warned “every 
Middiesex village and farm” without heartbreaking 
physical effort. These instances are cited because, 
despite the radiophone’s tremendous achievements 
there are many who still regard it as a toy, limited to 
short distances for its most effective work. 

It is difficult to tume the average human mind to 
the possibilities of a method of communication which 
sets time and space at naught and carries its mes- 
sages through the ether across continents, over moun- 
tain ranges and out over the wastes of far-flung

HE pitiable condition of the paupers in 
some Missouri counties, where no pro- 
Vision is made for their comfort nor even, 
in some instances, for the common de- 
cencies of life, is revealed in reports to 
the State Board of Charities and Cor- 
rections by W. L. Miller, until recently 
the board’s inspector of jails and almshouses. 

Some places which the inspector visited were®just 
exampies of sordid wretcheduess, due to callous offi- 
Cials or lack of funds: in other places, where the 
“county farm” is leased out to the highest bidder, and 
the latter thinks only of a profit. conditions sometimes 
are still worse: and the most shocking cases are where 
the indigent who have become public are 
obliged to live with the insane. o

Described as “shacks,” these buildings 
have two. three or four rooms and some of them are 
said to be infested with vermin. Rickety old furni- 
ture adds to the cheerlessness of the surroundings. 

Missouri bas no State inscitutions for the care of the 
indigent, that function being left to the counties. sub- 
ject only to periodical inspection by an agent of the 
State Board of Charities and Corrections in years when 
the Legislature has appropriated the necessary funds. 

The only power in the State board, when its agent 
finds unsatisfactory conditions, is to recommend to 
the County Court the changes which are needed. Oc- 
easionally these changes are made—grumblingly. More 
often the recommendations are pigeonholed and for- 
gotten, for the delegations which are active before 
county courta and which have the support of bodies 
of voters, are, more often than not. those seeking the 
building of roads and bridges or of drainage ditches 
and levees. 

Miller recently completed a tour of the almshouses 
of the State. He found some of them in splendid 
condition, with modern brick buildings, steam-heated. 
electric-lighted, equipped with bathing facilities and 
sanitary systems, the inmates housed in light.: airy. 
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This shabby old building *s the %lmshouse of 
Pemiscot County, Mo. = 


comfortable rooms, and the various classes properly 
segregated. These. he said, are largely in the weaithy 
counties, many of .them north of the Missouri River. 
where the population is greater and where more prog- 
ress in community life has been made. 

In. contrast to that picture, however, he found other? 
—and the daily living conditions in some of them 
can hardly be pictured in words. Seventeen counties, 
he reported. have no almshouses. They are: Benton. 
Hickory, Madison, Ozark, Taney, Knox, St. Louis. Mc- 
Donald, Camden, Miller, Maries, Phelps, Shannon. Ore- 
gon, Reynolds, Carter and Wayne counties. 

Taney County, in the Ozark country and adjoining 
the Arkansas line, has no county charges. In the 
others, for the most part. the wards of the founties are 
boarded out, some farmer or other person receiving a 
stipulated sum monthly for the care, clothing, medical 
attention. food and housing provided. 

The extent of the comforts furnished can be con- 
jectured when it is known that for all this the coun- 
ties pay from $12 to $22 a month. 

Some of these wards have a rather bad time of it, 
Miller found. Bvt their lot is not the worst. That 
condition pre¥ails, he said, in counties where the 
county farm (for most county wards are kept on farms) 
is leased out. along with its paupers, to the highest 
bidder. 

This system throws wide the door to abuse. In 
years when crops are not abundant the profits, if any, 
have to come out of the limited necessities which 
would have gone to the county charges. It also means 
that almost inevitably the first consideration of the 
lesSee will be to “make the farm pay.” rather than to 
take the best care of his wards. 

Miller is inclined to feel, however. that the darkest 
pictures are those in some of the county-owned and 
operated institutions which are in the hands of county- 
paid overseers.

The city was in 
deadly peril; the great Hamilear Barca was far away 
fichting the Romans, and the Carthagenian mercena- 
ries had rebelled. Hannibal was still a small boy and 
his sister Salammbo was hiding him from the stern 
priests for fear that he, too, might be placed alive in 
the hinged arms of the brazen monster and dropped 
into the roaring fire of his white-hot belly. 

Who does not remember that blood-curdling picture 
in “Cabiria” which showed a baby writhing in the 
flames of Moloch’s maw? 

In “Salammbo” Flaubert tells how his heroine saved 
her little brother from being sacrificed tothe insatiable 
Moloch and thus finding his miserable end in one of 
the urns offered to Tanit, saved him to become the 
zreat General who led the Carthayvenian armies 
through Spain, across the Alps and gave the Romans 
such a terrible dance till the waiting tactics of Fabius 
Maximus finally brought about his defeat. It was the 
high priest of Tanit who instructed Salammbo how to 
save her city, who gave her the sparkling veil of the 
goddess to wear as her cloak when she went at night 
to the tent of the rebel leader. 

Human sacrifice, a feature of many pagan religions, 
is practiced even today in a few remote parts of the 
world, but it seems incredible that a form of sacri- 
fice in which fathers and mothers gave their own 
children to be burned alive while they stood watching 
the agonies of their loved ones in flames could ever 
have attracted whole nations—yes, fascinated them to 
such an extent that they were with the greatest diffi- 
culty won away from it. 

History, both sacred and profane, tells the story of 
this inhuman cult, but it has taken the most récent 
discoveries on the site of the City of Carthage to bring 
forth visible, tangible proof of its savage rites.

NEW DISCOV 


PPROIXMATELY 2000 new nebulae have been 
discovered by Donald H. Menzel on ninety pho- 
tographs taken with the 24-inch Pruce telescope 
at the station of the Harvard College Observa- 

tory at Arequipa, Peru. 

Of the 800 brightest ones, it is believed that about 
% per cent are spirals, which are by far the most 
Bumerous of all the varied types of nebulae. Several 
years ago Prof. Keeler, working with the Crossley re- 
flector at the Lick Observatory, estimated that there 


. Were about 120,000 spirale within the reach of this in- 


strument and probably five times this number are 
Within reach of the great reflectors of the Mount Wil- 


_ . 80n Observatory. 


The total number of nebulae now recorded and cata- 
logued is about 20,000. One-fourth of the number have 
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been found at the Harvard Observatory, on photo- 
graphs taken with the Bruce telescope, with exposures 
of from one to five hours. The station at Arequipa 
was established to obtain photographic surveys of the 
southern heavens and to classify objects which cannot 
be observed from northern observatories. Most of 
the newly discovered spirals lie within 45 degrees of 
the south pole of the heavens, and so are below the 
horizon in our latitudes. 

The distances of the spirals are unknown, but they 
are the most rapidly moving of all celestial objects, 
and it is generally believed that they are hundreds 
of thousands, if not millions, of light years away from 
the earth. Their velocities through space average 
about 480 miles per second.

In addition to the recent discovery of new nebulae 
at Arequipa, another nova has just been discovered 
at the same station by Miss Annie J. Cannon in the 
constellation of Scorpio. Many novae have been dis- 
covered by Miss Cannon and Miss Woods on Harvard 
plates in recent years.

i have no “inside information” upon which to esti- 
mate how far that young fellow’s matrimonial! trouble 
was indirectly traceable to the wir. But I want to 
say right here, however, that I believe many divorces 
are directly or indirectly the outgrowth of it. 

There are no actual figures yet upon which to base 
conclusions, but observation furnishes some inter- 
esting signposts which will no doubt be validated by 
the findings of the next census. 


It is wholly natural that war shovld speed up di- 
vorce. For one thing, the effect of the war was to 
infuse into the community a general carelessness with 
regard to human life. Since human lives were to be 
thrown, lixe shovelfuls of coal, into the conflagration, 
human happiness was svrely not a thing to be bothered 
about very much. Nothing was more logical, therefore. 
than an access of carelessness regarding the other fel- 
lows happiness, and an increased tendency to shirk re- 
sponsibility with regard to it. 

Another effect of the war—or rather concomitant of 
the War—was the widespread dissemination of hate. 
For purposes of expediency, hate was created and care- 
fvily nurtured against the enemy. Now. for the pur- 
noses of expediency, the cultivation of hate may or 
may not have been necessary: that point has no place 
in the present discussion. It is the deplorable after- 
math that is our concern here , 

Hate, once launched, could not be expected to re- 
strain itself within the decreed boundaries. Human 
emotions do not work in any such careful and well- 
organized manner. Hate, well started by relentiess 
propaganda, swelled into a torrent, until it overflowed 
and ran into the channels of ail human relation. Hu- 
man beings, Feyed up to hate, found no difficulty in 
turning that emotion upon those close at hand. 

But that is not the only aspect of the war's influ- 
ence“upon divorce. In the all-round emotional accelera- 
tion of that troubled period, it was to be expected that 
affections, deprived by absence of their lecitimate ob- 
ject, should fazten themselves upon some other object 
in proximity. ° 

The men in Evrope. far from home and living amidst 
hardships, found solace in the affections of native 
girls. The wives who remained at home with super- 
abundant emotions see‘ing ontlet. naturally fastened 
upon objects not separated by 3000 miles of ocean. 

Thovgh in a good many cases these emotional! en- 
tanglements proved ephemeral, in a good many others 
they did not. The new affections were found to be 
stronger than the old; and release from the weaker ties 
was sought, in order to give permanence to the others. 
Sometimes, even though the new tie itself was not 
binding, it was sufficiently potent to loosen the old 
one. 

Then, too, there were the many hasty. hysterical 
weddings that too place just before the departure of 
seidiers for overseas. These sowed a crop that is reap- 
ing a considerable harvest of divorces. 

In the calm light of after experience. many of these 
“war weddings” were found to have no solid basis for

have_ frequent exemplification. A young fellow in 
Reno, who looked hardly old enough to be out of his 
college period. declared that he was “serving time” 
because he was the victim of a “frame-up.” These 
it appears, were fairly common. A girl would come 
to the officers of a regiment to ma*e complaint against 
a soldier. The soldier would thereupon be summoned; 
and if it could not be denied that the girl had grounds 
far, her accusation, he would be persuaded to ‘narry 
her. or at least support her. 

“IT had only seen my wife two or three time before 
our wedding,” said the young fellow. “I left ber five 
minutes later, and have never seen her since. Lots o* 
soldiers went through the satae experience.” 

An isolated instance of another sort may be worthy 
of ca@mment—though how far it is typical is 
herd to say. A man in Reno said that he had been 
happily married for 11 years. Dwring the two years 
of his stay in Europe his wife died. When he came 
home, blue and desolate, he ught consolation in a 
second, too-hasty marriage. panto a flat failure. 
It is impossible to estimate how many persons, weak- 
ened in their zest for living by contact with the grim 
realities of warfare. turned for renewed hope and 
strength to unions that were ill-considered, and proved 
to be flat failures. But it offers interesting material 
for conjecture; and it is well within the psychological 
probabilities that there should be a good many. 

It would not be fair to omit mention of the effects 
of the emancipa‘ion of woman, from the man’s point 
of view—or that of some men, anyway. There proba- 
bly never was. and never will be, anything in human 
affairs which hasn't its abuses as well as its uses, no 
maiter how ex@lent the latter may be. It is true, also, 
that in anv transition period there is certain to be some 
degree of unbalance. So in the matter of woman's 
chanced status—there are naiurally a lot of women who 
understand it very superficially, and who are ready to 
ta”e the perquisites and ignore the requisites of the 
changed condition. 

Some women interpret “woman’s freedom” as license 
to do whatever pleases them. They do not realize that 
“being a person” involves grave responsibilities. 
Noblesse oblige: the dignity of being veople—-which, as 
I have said, is the real gain of the woman movement— 
entails the obligation of taking a person's part in the 
world. 

A marriage is a partnership: and there are some 
women who, under the influence of their distorted 
idea about woman's present-day rights, interpret that 
to mean that they get all they can and give as little as 
possible. They do not add money to the family ex- 
chequer by outside labor; and they evade their end 
of the partnership by sketchy and inadequate do- 
mesticity. 

Men who find themselves tied up in such a partner- 
ship are wrong in thin”’ing that they are victims of 
the “modern-woman” idea. 

The true modern woman has a stern sense of equity. 
She is a sturdy advocate of the 50-50 ‘dea. She values 
above all things her self-respect. and she knows that 
it wil] suffer if her relation is all take and no give. 

The emancipation of women means also the freeing 
of men: the woman who befomes a comrade ceases to 
be a burden. But liberty in this case, as always, is in 
danger of being interpreted as license; and when that 
is done, the mar suffers. It is such suffering, in many 
cases, that is the path by; which the husband travels ‘:o 
the divorce court.
